GOVERNMENT cut-backs 
in grants to Dorset County 
Council could threaten 
frontline services such as 
police, fire, ambulance and 
social services. 

That is the fear of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Mayor 
Graham Winter who talked 
exclusively to The View 
about his concerns for 
2012. 

Mr Winter said he be¬ 
lieves that the terrible eco¬ 
nomic climate will see 
county finances hard hit by 
Government belt tighten¬ 
ing. 

He added: “This could put 
front line services such as 
the police at risk but it goes 
deeper than that. 

“The county council has 
its own budget problems to 
solve and to do so they may 
well look at local councils 
such as Weymouth and 
Portland as a source of 
extra revenue. 

“We have already lost 
control of responsibility for 
road maintenance which 
has been taken over by the 
county council and if they 
ever extended their control 
and took over other Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland rev¬ 
enue sources then we would 
be up the creek without a 
paddle because it would im¬ 
pact heavily on the bor¬ 
ough.” 

Mr Winter said he saw no 
way forward for the bor¬ 
ough until the national eco-

nomic situation was sorted 
out. 

He said: “The Govern¬ 
ment says it has to save bil¬ 
lions which inevitably has 
a knock-down effect on 
borough and district coun¬ 
cils. 

“This must be managed 
sympathetically or the 


most vulnerable people in 
our society, such as the eld¬ 
erly, will be the ones whose 
lives are compromised.” 

Mr Winter added that 
there were positive signs 
for Weymouth and Portland 
in 2012. 

He said: “As Mayor I 
have been fortunate enough 
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to go round and see a lot of 
community projects and 
there is still a great commu¬ 
nity spirit within the bor¬ 
ough with hundreds of 
organisations involved in 
interest activities, charities, 
fundraising and support for 
people from the cradle to 
the grave. 

“That has to be a major 


strength for Weymouth and 
Portland and I hope it con¬ 
tinues despite the increas¬ 
ing outside pressures put 
upon it. 

“With New Year nearly 
with us it is a time for family, 
a time for community and a 
time to think of others, so I 
would like to wish everyone 
a happy New Year.” 
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HAVING moved to Lyme Regis as a young child, 
Adam Sweet developed a love for music from an 
early age, after being encouraged to play the gui¬ 
tar whilst at primary school. 

Adam, 25, graduated from Cardiff University 
with a degree in civil engineering and works as a 
structural engineer. But music is his real passion 
and is now a hit in the local music scene, playing 
in two bands. The Perfect Strangers and Sweet 
Black Angels, as well as performing solo. 

Here he reveals his inspirations and talks about 
how he would like to see the local music scene im¬ 
proved. 


■ WHAT made you first get into music? 

I first got into music when I was encouraged to learn a 
musical instrument at primary school around the age of 
seven and chose to have a go at guitar. 

I was playing the guitar on and off ever since then, but 
it really started to take off when I formed a band with a 
couple of school mates when we were about 14 years 
old. I started discovering the classic rock and blues music 
of the late 60s and early 70s and ever since then have 
been completely hooked! 

I began singing much later after five or six years of gig¬ 
ging purely as a guitarist. It took a lot of encouragement 
to get started, but once I did I never looked back! 

■ TELL us a bit about your music... 

I've been playing in bands ever since that time at school. 
The band we formed, Nil By Mouth, performed a lot of 
gigs locally considering we were three very shy 15 year 
olds when we started! 

I learned a lot from that time, and since then have 
played in a number of other bands and now currently 
front a three piece rock/blues band, The Perfect 
Strangers, as well as playing some gigs with the Sweet 
Black Angels and doing some other occasional session 
work. 

But the last couple of years have seen things start to 
take off for me as a solo artist. The different direction has 
seen me improve vastly as a performer, playing acoustic 
based blues and rock inspired music of both covers and 
original material. I have now joined a new local inde¬ 
pendent record label and will be releasing a live EP 
shortly, followed hopefully by a studio album later in the 
year. 

■ WHAT is the biggest gig you've ever played? 

Not sure of the biggest gig I have played, but I have been 
lucky enough to bag some great support slots as a solo 
artist including recently opening for top blues artist Mar¬ 
cus Bonfanti when he performed in the area last month. 

In February I will also be playing at Noel Gallagher's 
after show party in London with the Sweet Black Angels, 
which is sure to be a blast! 



WHERE is your favourite place to perform and why? 

I love to perform in any venue where there's a crowd who 
are willing to listen and want to be entertained. I enjoy 
the challenge of travelling to venues I have never played 
before and trying to win over a new audience. But the 
local gigs are always great fun. I always look forward to 
coming back to Lyme where there is always an excellent 
home crowd! 

■ WHAT do you like about living in the Lyme Regis 
area? 

I have lived in Lyme Regis for most of my life, but have 
not been here so much in the last few years. However, the 
main attraction has to be the beautiful seaside scenery 
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and the relaxed pace of life. It will always feel like home 
so I try and get back as often as I can. 

■ HOW would you like to see the local music scene im¬ 
proved? 

It's getting more and more difficult for the venues we 
have locally to continue to provide live music, and just in 
my time I have seen far too many venues closing. But it's 
so important as it's where so many musicians start their 
careers (and it makes for a great night out!). It's not made 
easy for the pub landlords nowadays, but as long as more 
and more people keep coming out to support good qual¬ 
ity local live music hopefully it will remain for years to 
come. 

■ WHO is your musical inspiration? 

The musicians that first inspired me to really get into gui¬ 
tar playing when I was in my teens were the classic rock 
bands such as Led Zeppelin, AC/DC and Deep Purple and 
guitarists such as Hendrix, Paul Kossoff, Peter Green and 
Stevie Ray Vaughan. But nowadays I take inspiration from 
so many different sources, ranging from musicians I meet 
on the local music scene to international artists from the 
past and present. I try to listen to as much music as I can 
ranging from rock, blues, country, folk and more, and I 
find the best way to get inspired is to go out and see any 
kind of live music whenever I can. 

■ WHAT is the last CD you listened to, book you read 
and film you watched? 

I have just finished listening to local songwriter Steve 
Black's new CD "All the Best". I've been lucky enough to 
work with him recently and his latest album is excellent; 
first class song writing and top quality musicianship. 

I can't remember the last time I got round to sitting 
down and reading a book, but the last film I watched was 
the new film on racing legend Aryton Senna.

Olympic fortnight, include 76 for nominated individ¬ 
uals who have made a significant contribution to their 
local communities, for charitable work or for other 
achievements, each getting two tickets. 

The remaining 24 tickets will be retained by the 
council for visiting and local dignitaries and potential 
inward investors. 

Weymouth and Portland 2012 operations head 
Simon Williams will deliver a special report on pro¬ 
posals for the tickets to the council’s management 
committee on January 3rd.

The meeting will also be told that the London Or¬ 
ganising Committee of the Olympic Games has ap¬ 
proached the council about the possibility of making 
available part of the Masonic and Lord Clyde car 
parks for parking by staff many of whom will be com¬ 
ing into the venue at early times and leaving late. 

The Olympic Delivery Authority has also asked 
about the possible use of part of Westham Bridge for 
cycle parking. 
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Permission for four-storey flats 


A SERIES of industrial and com¬ 
mercial sheds are to be demol¬ 
ished in Weymouth to make way 
for a development of six flats and 
a shop. 

The site at Lower St Edmund 
Street, which is within the Wey¬ 
mouth Town Centre Conservation 
Area, is a commercial unit for¬ 
merly occupied by outlets includ¬ 
ing Prime Motor Yachts. 

The proposed four-storey 
scheme by Phoenix Properties 
was unanimously approved by a 
meeting of Weymouth and Port¬ 


land planning committee which 
delegated final approval to its of¬ 
ficers subject to conditions includ¬ 
ing a £13,500 payment towards 
flood contributions. 

Building work will see two flats 
created each with two bedrooms 
on the first, second and third 
floors with a shop at ground floor 
level. 

Councillor Kevin Hodder said:"It 
is really good to see a mixed use 
proposed for the site and I think it 
is an extremely good design." 

Councillor Ray Banham said:"lt is 


certainly going to improve that 
very short stretch of road which is 
long overdue." 

Chairman Councillor Mark 
Tewkesbury described it as "a fan¬ 
tastic scheme"for an "untidy" area 
while Councillor Peter Farrell said 
he welcomed the scheme and 
supported it wholeheartedly. 

He added that he hoped archae¬ 
ological investigative work on the 
site could be completed quickly 
so the scheme could go ahead 


Yes, for temporary park and ride 


A FIELD is to be converted into a 
temporary park and ride site capa¬ 
ble of handling, 1,835 vehicles ar¬ 
riving for the 2012 Olympic sailing 
events in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

Members of Weymouth and 
Portland planning committee 
unanimously backed the scheme 
which involves 8.7 hectares of 
land north of Littlemoor Road in 
Weymouth and which also in¬ 
volves temporary buildings and 
lighting. 


Enabling works including the 
creation of a new access on to Lit¬ 
tlemoor Road will take place be¬ 
tween January 9 th -February 24 th 
with site setup tackled between 
July 14 th -26 th . The site would then 
be cleared between August 13 th - 
25 th . 

Access for cars will be via an im¬ 
proved existing field access close 
to where the Weymouth relief 
road joins the old Little moor 
Road while a new access for shut¬ 
tle buses is proposed south-east 


of the existing access. 

Mark James of the Olympic De¬ 
livery Authority told the meeting: 
"Clearly there will be concerns 
about traffic management, but 
park and ride sites form part of a 
wide ranging transport plan to 
deal with Olympic traffic." 

Councillor Ray Banham said: 
"This is necessary with the envis¬ 
aged influx of visitors during the 
Olympic weeks." 

The meeting then unanimously 
approved the change of use for 
the agricultural land.

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Young offenders refurbish 
war memorial railings 


YOUNG offenders from Portland have renovated old rail¬ 
ings around Wyke war memorial in Weymouth. 

Earlier this year Wyke Protection Society approached 
the council about getting the railings around the memorial 
replaced in time for the Olympics but, due to a lack of 
funds, an alternative solution had to be found.

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Eight jobs lost as 
shoe shop closes 


WEYMOUTH’S Priceless Shoes in St 
Mary Street has closed suddenly with the 
loss of eight jobs. 

It formed part of Barratts Priceless, a 
chain of stores nationwide of which 18 
were due to close before Christmas with 
the loss of nearly 130 jobs. More than 40 
staff were also made redundant at its 
headquarters in Bradford. 

The family run shoe chain’s remaining 


173 shops employing more than 3,600 
people will stay open while administrators 
seek a buyer for all or part of the business. 

Of the 18 stores to close, the Weymouth 
site was one of 13 Priceless shops, the 
other five closures being Barratts shops.

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Local team rewarded for torpedo research 


A TEAM of local amateur marine archaeologists has 
received a national honour for their work in re¬ 
searching the Lost Torpedoes of Weymouth and 
Portland. 

National Conference of the Nautical Archaeology Society 
president and Time Team archaeologist Phil Harding pre¬ 
sented the prestigious annual Adopt-a-Wreck award to the 
Weymouth Land and Underwater Nautical Archaeological 
Research group. 

The judges were unanimous, commending the team for 
their underwater surveying skills, archival research, con¬ 
servation and the digital disseminating of information. 

It was the second time the team had won the award, gain¬ 
ing it in 2005 for their work on the English East Indiaman,

Earl of Abergavenny, which sank in Weymouth Bay in 
1805. 

Weymouth LUNAR consisted of Ed Cumming, Ron 
Howse, Jim Walmsley, David Carter, Peter Kingston, Tony 
Howse, Albie Hopkins and internationally renowned un¬ 
derwater photographer Mike Pitts. 

They took their inspiration from the original Lunar Soci¬ 
ety, an informal learned society of prominent figures from 
the Midlands who met regularly between 1765 and 1813 
in Birmingham to exchange ideas to the betterment of their 
individual interests. 

The invention and development of the torpedo was 
largely the work of the English engineer, Robert Whithead, 
who established a factory to develop and manufacture tor¬ 
pedoes in Wyke Regis in 1891. 

The Whitehead Company remained the world leader in 
torpedo development and production up to the First World 
War. Torpedoes have been tested by both the Admiralty and 
Whitehead in Weymouth Bay and Portland Harbour for 
more than 60 years and several of these very expensive 
weapons went missing during trials. 

The Weymouth Torpedo Project was jointly led by Ed 
Cumming and Ron Howse who said: “For the past 30 years 
individual team members have been recording and re¬ 
searching the lost test torpedoes that have been trawled up 
by fishermen and divers in the area. 

“I was diving in Weymouth Bay when by chance I came 
across a torpedo, complete but for the corroded steel outer 
casing and I quickly realised this was a unique opportunity 
for us to conduct a detailed study of one of those fearsome 
weapons that has become part of Weymouth’s history.” 

Ed said: “We identified the torpedo as an experimental 
air-launched RNTF 18 inch Mark XII** with a rare Peter 
Brotherhood, four-cylinder burner-cycle engine and a very 
unusual nose cone. 

“Research indicated that it might relate to the experimen¬ 
tal development of a homing torpedo during the Second 
World War. 

“We decided to photograph and document it in-situ on 
the seabed before recovering the ‘after-body’ and the tor¬ 


pedo’s Depth, Roll and Inclination Recorder. 

“Imagine our surprise when, after initial cleaning of the 
Recorder, we were able to open it, find the clockwork 
mechanism still worked and the paper that recorded the 
progress of the torpedo intact after 70 years underwater. 

“This will be the first locally recovered torpedo to be 
fully documented from discovery through to public dis¬ 
semination of the research and display of torpedo compo¬ 
nents. The recorder has already been on display in Portland 
Museum.” 

The recovered torpedo components are now in conser¬ 
vation and the team hopes they will eventually go on public 
display. 

Ron Howse said: “It would be a great if there was a local 
museum, or display facility, dedicated to the history of the 
torpedo and the Whiteheads factory which has had such an 
enormous impact locally for over 100 years. 

“This torpedo along with components from another 
dozen torpedoes that span the years between 1887 and 


1944 could be the start of a national collection based in 
Weymouth.” 

Unfortunately further work on the torpedo’s ‘wrecksite’ 
has been halted due to the implementation of the Marine 
Act in April 2011. For the first time archaeologists are re¬ 
quired to purchase a license from the Government to un¬ 
dertake any work on the site that might disturb the seabed. 

Whilst there are only 46 wrecks in English waters that 
have received designation and protection by English Her¬ 
itage, Nautical Archaeology Society members have 
“adopted” 122 wreck sites. 

Mark Beatie-Edwards, Programme Director at Nautical 
Archaeology Society explained: “The scheme aims to de¬ 
velop a sense of ownership and stewardship for the coastal 
and underwater cultural heritage by encouraging individ¬ 
uals, groups and clubs to adopt maritime sites. 

“ Each year those who have adopted and carried out work 
on a site are encouraged to submit a report to the Adopt-a- 
Wreck Award judges”.

Unfortunately the bad news, as 
one councillor recently pointed 
out, is that the relief road is also 
carrying thousands more in the op¬ 
posite direction to shop elsewhere, 
fed up with roadworks, traffic 
jams and parking fees even with 
some free Christmas parking. 


Weymouth and Portland and 
West Dorset continued their part¬ 
nership drive to share services and 
staff in a bid to save millions of 
pounds. 

View Prom was lucky enough to 
get a glimpse of the joint author¬ 
ity’s new heraldic coat of arms for 
West Dorset Borough Council 
which consists of a white handker¬ 
chief on a blue background with a 
knife through it. 

Continuing the theme of corpo¬ 
rate blood letting, several council¬ 
lors together with staff from the 
council’s legal and public relations 
departments could be seen limping 
about, presumably after shooting 
themselves in the foot over the 
seafront kiosk contracts fiasco. 

To coin a certain well known 
phrase, never have so many people 
been mystified by so many ques¬ 
tionable documents drawn up by 
so few...and the row simmers on. 

Portland historian Stuart Morris 


finished runner-up in a national 
video competition with his entry 
Portland - Heart of the Jurassic 
Coast and the skyline of Wey¬ 
mouth is changing dramatically 
with a giant new 170ft viewing 
tower which is due to be built by 
the Pavilion. 

This futuristic structure has a 
central core up which a viewing 
gondola rises giving 360-degree 
views of the area for up to 25 
miles, useful for spotting those 
lucky enough to have an Olympic 
ticket to the Nothe Gardens view¬ 
ing area or dog owners striking a 
blow for freedom by letting their 
animals off the lead in defiance of 
controversial restrictions. 

Yes, 2011 was a bit of a grey 
year and the gloom facing the 
likes of Greece and Italy seemed 
to rub off a little on us. Thank God 
we’ve got a council that doesn’t 
have a Black Hole in its finances!

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


WFIILST Noel Coward wrote about 50 plays and 
300 songs he was not known for writing poetry. 
Flowever, a new book by Barry Day entitled "The 
Complete Verse of Noel Coward"tells how he was 
always versifying, and even corresponding with 
his friends in verse. Mr Day says that Noel was al¬ 
ways suspicious of'modern' - even in the 1920s. 
Modern poetry he distrusted 'as being certainly 
affected and probably bogus'. If you are a Cow¬ 
ard admirer the book is an interesting biograph¬ 
ical read and some of the verses are very good 
indeed. For example, in 1943, Coward wrote, "I 
was in London sitting up in bed one night, listen¬ 
ing to the RAF planes going over to bomb 
Cologne. For two hours there was a steady hum 
in the sky - and so I wrote this little verse." 

LIE IN THE DARK AND LISTEN 

Lie in the dark and listen, 

It's clear tonight so they're flying high 
Hundreds of them, thousands perhaps, 
Riding the icy, moonlight sky. 

Men, material, bombs and maps 
Altimeters and guns and charts

Lie in the dark and listen.

City magnates and steel contractors,

Just turn over and try to sleep.

At the end of 1943 he was staying briefly in New 
York when he wrote this: 

HAPPY NEW YEAR 

'Happy New Year' the fifth year of war. 

'To Victory' - 'To Nineteen Forty-Four' 

'To all our fighting men' 'To their release 
From carnage' - 'To a world at last at peace' 
These were the words we said. The glib, confused 


Hopelessly hopeful phrases that we used. 

Then we had more champagne - and somebody sang 
Supper was served - outside we heard a gang 
Of revellers gaily carousing by 
Blowing their foolish squeakers at the sky. 
'Happy New Year'- 'Happy New Year for whom? 
How many people in that scented room? 

How many people in that drunken crew 
Squealing and swaying down Fifth Avenue 
Thought for a moment; felt the faintest doubt; 
Wondered what they were being gay about; 
Here in New York, with shrill conviviality 
Toasting their lack of contact with reality. 
Lifting my glass, I sadly bowed my head 
Silently to congratulate the Dead 

Noel Coward was a larger than life character with 
an astonishing array of talents. A great play¬ 
wright and patriot, he was loved especially for his 
wit and the humour of his many comic songs. Fie 
died in Jamaica, aged 73, in 1973. We could do 
with a few class acts like Coward now - to raise 
the tone of our present day theatre and musical 
comedy.

THERE'S a special concert to celebrate one of most enduring combination of instruments the fiddle and the 
banjo on Friday, January 20th 2012. It will feature a great triple bill of Stompin' Dave & Edward Bennett, Kate 
Lisauer and The Gollywhoppers. 

Bridport's own fiddle and banjo man Stompin' Dave has performed support at a plethora of events at The Electric 
Palace in 2011 including Michael Roach, The Thunderbridge Bluegrass Boys, Maurice Dickson, The Secret Sisters, 
Ira Bernstein and Julie Felix. Now Dave gets his chance to headline. Joining Dave on fiddle will be young banjo 
whiz Edward Bennett. Sixteen year old Edward from Penzance is the most promising young musician in the UK's 
old-time music scene. Ed was youth banjo champion at the prestigious Clifftop Festival, Virginia and the Morehead 
old-time festival in Kentucky last year.

Dave and Ed have just released a new CD titled Old-time fiddle & banjo. The duo first performed together at 
The Cornish Bluegrass Festival this summer, a hit with the packed festival audience. Following this success Dave 
and Ed performed together again at Dorchester Arts Centre to support The Whitetop Mountaineers from Virginia. 

To celebrate their new found partnership Dave and Ed have invited two of the best acts from the UK's old-time 
scene to share the stage with them. Kate Lissauer, currently resident in England, is a highly regarded exponent 
of American old-time country music. Kate has been performing and teaching for many years, and brings her 
knowledge and love of mountain, bluegrass and folk music to life through her 
passionate instrumental and vocal style. 

Kate's musical history includes playing with one of Maryland's champion 
string bands, Rev. Chip and the Moonbrides, touring as a member of the leg¬ 
endary Steptones Appalachian doggers, who helped to bring American step¬ 
dancing to the UK. 

Kate began her career as a champion fiddler in her home state of Maryland, 
and is also an expert clawhammer and old-time three-finger banjo picker, a 
guitarist, and singer.

Both have been part of the UK old-time scene 
for many years, playing in various bands at festivals and for Ap¬ 
palachian dance teams.They have already been invited to perform

The exhibition will enable communi¬ 
ties in the county to connect with the 
London 2012 Olympic and Paralympic 
Games locally, nationally and interna¬ 
tionally through inspirational personal 
stories and unique objects. 

The project is being primarily funded 
by a £33,000 grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund through a Your Heritage 
grant. 

Further funding has been provided 
by Dorset County Council Museums 
Service through the Small Museums 
Grant together with contributions 
from Dorset County Museum and 
Poole Museum who are leading the 
project. In total fourteen museums 
across the county will be taking part in 
this inclusive community venture. 

Dorset has a thriving sports commu¬ 
nity playing at all levels and has strong 
traditions of participation and spectat¬ 
ing. 

The project will reflect not only the 
historic sporting superstars of the 
county but also the unsung heroes of 
its sporting community; from the 
groundsman to those who wash the 
kit. 

The exhibition will celebrate local 


heroes and forgotten sporting leg¬ 
ends and is part of the build towards 
the greatest ever exhibition of British 
sporting history to be held in London 
for the 2012 Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

The project will culminate in major 
exhibitions at Dorset County Museum 
and Poole Museum running from June 
30th to October 13th and a series of 
smaller exhibitions at museums across 
the county from Easter 2012. 

These exhibitions will celebrate 
sporting achievements in Dorset and 
show how sport has helped to shape 
the county and its communities. 

People will be able to showcase the 
objects that tell the stories of their 
sporting lives and interpret the history 
of sport in their community. 

Project officers have already started 
collecting stories and will be ap¬ 
proaching a number of sporting clubs, 
societies and organisations across 
Dorset to discover the full range of 
sporting achievements in the county. 

Our Sporting Life has been created 
by the Sports Heritage Network, and 
through a programme of nationwide 
community exhibitions leading up to 
2012, Our Sporting Life aims to bring 
together objects, stories and photo¬ 
graphs that tell the story of Great 
British Sport from all over the country. 

With the support of LOCOG, the 
British Olympic Foundation and the 
Sports Heritage Network, OSL will help 
to ensure that the legacy and heritage 
of sport is preserved well into the fu¬ 
ture.

Promotion the aim for Weymouth 


THERE is no doubt that clubs set targets for themselves at the 
beginning of each and every season, whether it be a promo¬ 
tion place, the avoidance of relegation, or the cementing of a 
place in a new division. 

As regards the individual player, all that he can reasonably 
ask is that he has improved by the season's end. If all players 
can do that, then many of their club targets will be realised. 

Fate very often takes a hand however. Lengthy injury lists or 
the unkindly bounce of a ball will often set the most realistic 
aspirations on their ear and leave both club and individual 
frustrated. 

As is my habit at this time of year, I gather my thoughts ( 
something that does not normally take too long) and put 
them down on paper, thus commenting on the progress of the 
individual clubs in my patch. 

Sometimes I get it right, sometimes I get it wrong and, at the 
end of the day they are only thoughts and opinions; but they 
are my thoughts and opinions. 

A club who will be reasonably satisfied with its performances 
thus far in the season will, I think, be PUDDLETOWN.Their fairly 
small squad received a real body blow early on when influen¬ 
tial number eight and captain Chidley sustained a long term 
injury before a ball was kicked in anger. 

They coped with his absence however, won their first two 
games before slipping to a narrow defeat at the hands of the 
newly promoted Weymouth seconds. 

Since then they have certainly won more than they have lost, 
and their reversals have, in the main, been narrow ones. On 
occasion they have struggled to beat those large and lumpy 
sides who have "stuffed the ball up their jumpers" and rum¬ 
bled forward. 

Their defence is generally pretty sound however and they 
like to run with the ball. They lie in their division's third place 
at the halfway stage, although I do not see them as promotion 
candidates. Maybe next season! 

Of the four clubs in my patch, it is DORCHESTER who play at 
the highest level, week in week out. They lie in fifth place of 
the Southern Counties (South) Division and, although they 
have taken one or two notable scalps, have also lost games 
that they will feel that they should have won. 

I do remember watching their game against league leaders 
Sherborne when they lost 9-13, and felt that on that occasion, 


they did not keep the scoreboard ticking during the periods 
of the game that they dominated. 

Just how this can be rectified I leave to wiser heads to decide. 
It will be frustrating for them however, as will their tendency 
to relax a little during the first few minutes of the second-half. 

They are an entertaining side to watch, numbering as they 
do one or two useful broken field runners in their ranks. While 
they are not promotion candidates this season, they are in a 
position to have a real say in the fortunes of others. 

Rightly or wrongly, I have always regarded WEYMOUTH as 
the sleeping giants of my area. If that is really the case, they 
have taken steps to shake that tag. 

Importantly their second side, that was in the comfort zone 
of the Dorset & Wilts league division three (South), won pro¬ 
motion at last season's end, and now lies in the mid-table of 
the second division. 

Their first side has really set it's stall out this season, and lies 
at the top of the Dorset & Wilts first division in spite of its injury 
problems. 

Injuries and unavailabilities have meant that they have se¬ 
lected from a rather larger squad than they would have liked 
and the resultant lack of cohesion on occasion has played a 
partin one or two of their defeats. 

At this, the season's halfway stage, they lead second placed 
Swanage & Wareham and have already beaten them 24-8. 

They have pace in abundance out wide, a good place kicker, 
and a pack that can give anyone a game and win useable pos¬ 
session. If they can avoid a lengthening injury list and retain 
focus, they should top the table at the season's end. 

They have reached the final of the Dorset & Wilts Plate com¬ 
petition too, and play Supermarine of Swindon early in the 
new Year under floodlights at North Dorset's ground. The 
game takes place in midweek (I think, on Wednesday January 
11th). Watch this space for further details. 

At the end of last season the BRIDPORT club was not in a par¬ 
ticularly good place. It was without a coach, and both it's first 
and second sides had been relegated. 

A new regime took over, instituted a "train before play" ethic, 
and set about the rebuilding process. As everybody will be 
aware, when rebuilding it is often a case of "two steps forward, 
and one back", and this has duly happened. 

I watched them early in the season at Ivel Barbarians and felt 


that they were the lesser of two rather ordinary sides. I 
watched them play North Dorset seconds in mid-December 
and felt that they had made very real progress. 

Their scrum and lineout ended the game on top, and their 
backs ran fluently, ball in hand, with out half King pulling the 
strings effectively. 

They lie in the mid-table of the Dorset & Wilts League Divi¬ 
sion One (South) currently but, if they continue to progress at 
their present rate, they need fear no-one in the division, and 
will be very capable of influencing the outcome of the promo¬ 
tion race in the spring. 

As to the second and third sides, WEYMOUTH seconds were 
swanning along in the Dorset & Wilts League Division Three 
(South) at the midway point last season, when they suddenly 
took the bit between their teeth. 

They strung a number of wins together that culminated in 
their winning the division and getting promoted. They took 
their place in division two "in fear and trembling" as it were, 
and were, at the onset, unsure if they could cope. In fact they 
have coped passing well and, at the season's halfway stage, lie 
very much in the top half of the table. 

Their continuing success will be an important factor in the 
success of the club overall. The joining of leagues must be in¬ 
fectious in Weymouth for its third side are now in division four. 

There is certainly a lot of travelling involved in the playing of 
rugby in this division but they seem to be fulfilling fixtures and 
enjoying life, although a promotion place does not seem to be 
an option. 

The DORCHESTER second and third side were both relegated 
at the end of last season, and the second side anyway is mak¬ 
ing a concerted effort to bounce straight back. It currently lies 
in the division's second place and, with two to be promoted, 
has a six-point cushion over the side below it. 

From a club perspective it is important that this happens, as 
the gap in standard between Southern Counties rugby and 
that played in the Dorset & Wilts Division Three is a huge one 
and very difficult for a late call up to bridge. 

The BRIDPORT second side seems to be going through a re¬ 
building phase. It occupies a place in the mid table of the 
Dorset & Wilts Division Three (South), having won as many 
games as it has lost. 

A young side predominantly, it finds travelling difficult and,
